tjcoioarj: 
Conquering  the  trails  at  Bilsa 


~  DVC  students  leant  first  hand  about  neotropical  rainforest  dynamics  at  the  Bilsa  Biological  Station,  Ecuador,  South 

America 

No  volcanoes  or  threats  of  strike  hampered  this  year's  Short  course  in  Tropical  Ecology,  lead  by  Dr.  Michael  Bodri.  Dr. 
McColm  met  the  group  in  Quito  and  arranged  for  transportation  to  Bilsa,  the  Jatun  Sacha  Foundation  field  station  on  the 
Pacific  coast  side  of  the  Andes.  On  hour  to  go  14  km  by  4WD  should  give  you  an  idea  of  the  mud  conditions  we  encoun- 
tered. The  rainy  season  had  begun,  but  didn't  hamper  the  experience.  The  group  saw  lots  of  tropical  plants,  mammals, 
insects,  herps,  and  birds,  including  the  rare  Umbrella  Bird.  They  also  visited  a  community  where  they  were  able  to  eat 
traditional  foods,  and  learn  how  the  indigenours  people  live  off  the  land  eventhough  the  group  spoke  but  little  Spanish. 
Foot  sore  from  8-9  hour  hikes  were  often  followed  by  relaxing  in  the  evening  by  candlelight  discussing  the  adventures 
and  listening  to  native  music. 

The  speed  with  which  rainforests,  dry  forests,  mangroves  and  other  natural  ecosystems  are  truly  magnificent,  and  there 
remains  so  much  still  to  be  learned  about  them.  In  part,  through  education,  one  hope  that  this  pace  can  be  slowed  and 
wise  decisiions  made  with  regurd  to  the  preservation  of  essential  tracts  of  rainforest  and  other  tropical  habitats.

The  Delawcire  Valley  College  men's  and  women's  cross 
country  teams,  under  head  coach  Dr.  Robert  Berthold,  |r.,  re- 
cently wrapped  up  its  2000  season.  The  Aj^gie  men  went  1-1  in 
head-to-head  meets  and  placed  12th  out  of  12  teams  at  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  Championship  while  the 
women  posted  a  0-2  mark  and  finished  in  the  13th  place  out  of 
13squaelsat  the  MAC's.

The  Delaware  Valley  College  field  hockey  team,  under 
rookie  coach  JennWoltganc,  went  5-12  overall  and  went  2- 
3  in  the  MAC-FreedomConrerence  while  imporving nearly 
all  their  numbers  from  the  previous  year. 

DVC  posted  a  2-17  record  in  1999  and  scored  just  eight 
goals  for  the  entire  season.  This  year's  team  improved  the 
victory  total  by  three  anci  the  goal  tally  by  425  percent.  In 
fact,  one  player  alone  found  the  cage  10  times  mis  season. 

Wolfgang,  24,  was  named  the  head  coach  in  March.  The 
former  Willam  Tennent  High  School  and  Kutztown  Uni- 
versity star  upped  the  roster  numbers  to  18,  including  nine 
freshmen.

Freshman  forwards  Sara  Astbury,  Allison  Bayer,  and 
Stephanie  Simpson  had  productive  rookie  campaigns. 
Astbury  was  fourth  on  the  team  in  scoring,  with  five  goals 
and  one  assit  for  11  points.  Bayer  tallied  two  goals  for  four 
points  while  Simpson  had  two  goals  and  an  assist  for  five 
points'.

The  Delaware  Valley  College  football  team,  under  rookie 
coach  Matt  DiBernardo,  posteci  a  3-7  overall  reacord  and  a  1-3 
mark  in  the  Midddle  Atlantic  Conference-Freedom.

One  of  the  Aggies'  home  losses  was  a  14-13,  double-overtime 
defeat  to  a  Montclair  State  University  team  that  went  on  to 
capture  the  New  Jersey  Athletic  title  and  NCAA  Division  III 
playoff  berth. 

The  victory  over  Albright  saw  the  team  score  the  most  points 
in  one  game  since  1993,  the  55  points,  just  two  points  shy  of  the 
school  record  and  the  513  yards  just  18  short  of  the  531  yards  of 
total  offense  that  the  1993  squad  produced  against  Albright. 

Optimism  reigns  high  around  the  Del  Val  program  as  the 
Aggies  lost  just  10  of  97  players  to  graduation.  Of  the  22  starters 
in  the  season-finale  at  Lebanon  Valley  ,  13  are  expected  back. 

Del  Val  placed  five  of  its  players  on  the  MAC-Freedom  All- 
Star  team.  Junior  offensive  lineman  Dan  Drake  and  senior 
linebacker  Sean  Ryan  earned  MAC-Freedom  first  team  honors. 
Meanwhile,  junior  wide  receiver  Rich  Gear,  senior  defensive 
lineman  Nick  Losey  and  sophomore  tight  end  Kevin  Moloney 
were  named  to  second  team. 

Drake  earned  first  team  accoloades  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row  as  the  6-foot-7,  325-pound  left  tackle  was  the  Aggie  leader 
in  the  trenches.  Drake,  who  was  the  USA  111  Footbnll  pre-season 
honorable  mention  All-American,  helped  the  team  cut  its  moxes 
in  half,  from  58  in  1999  to  29  this  season.  Del  Val  also  improved 
its  total  offense  by  30.9  yards  per  game. 

Ryan  was  a  fullback  in  his  first  three  years,  but  he  made  the 
switch  to  defense  as  a  senior  and  exceeded  all  expectations.  He 
led  the  Aggies  in  tackles,  tackles  for  losses,  sacks,  and  forced 
fumbles.  The  MAC-Freedom  All-Star  honor  was  the  first  of 
Ryan's  career. 

Each  of  the  second  team  All-Stars  also  picked  up  their  first 
conference  accolades.  Gear  entered  the  2000  campaign  with  21 
career  catches  but  doubled  that  with  42  receptions  for  709  yards 
and  seven  touchdowns.  Those  seven  touchdowns  were  the 
third-highest,  single-season  total  in  Del  Val  history.  The 
receptiontotal  tied  the  fifth  best  total.  Gear  also  moved  into 
eighth  place  on  the  all-time  list  with  63  catches. 

Moloney  finished  tied  for  second  on  the  team  with  23  recep- 
tions for  127  yards  and  two  touchdowns.  He  caught  13  passes 
in  the  Aggies'  three  victories,  including  both  trips  to  the  end 
zone. 

Losey,  team  captain,  excelled  in  the  middle  of  the  Del  Val 
defensive  line.  He  placed  second  on  the  team,  trailing  only 
Ryan-  with  53  tackles,  including  11  for  losses  of  51  yards,  and  4.5 
sacks.  Losey  finished  his  career  with  122  tackles  and  nine  sacks. 

Junior  Duke  Greco  completed  his  first  year  as  a  collegiate 
quarterback  after  starting  his  first  year  at  safety.  Greco  set  an 
Aggie  single-season  record  with  131  completions,  beating  the 
mark  of  126  by  Joey  Shenko  in  1998.  He  also  finished  third  on 
the  single-season  with  1,569  yards.  Greco  threw  13  touchdown 
passes  and  rushed  for  a  team-high  five  scores. 

Al  Glackin  led  the  Aggie  ground  attack  as  the  sophomore 
tailback  netted  349  yards  on  110  carries.  Senior  tailback  Nick 
Cenci  added  264  yards  on  80  carries  and  ended  his  collegiate 
career  with  1,018  rushing  yards.

Head  Coach  Kalman  Csapo  and  the  Delaware  Valley  College 
men's  soccer  team,  went  5-13  overall  and  2-5  in  the  MAC- 
Freedom  Conference. 

A  young  Del  Val  squad  ended  the  year  by  winning  back-to- 
back  road  games  at  FDU-Maciison  and  Albright  College. 
Another  highlight  of  the  campaign  was  a  2-1  overtime  victory 
over  The  University  of  Scranton  on  September  30,  for  the  Aggies' 
first-ever  win  against  their  ccinference  foe  in  21  tries. 

Junior  Tommy  Arndt  led  Del  Val  in  scoring  with  seven  goals 
and  an  assist  for  15  points.  He  scored  a  goal  in  all  five  victories, 
including  game-winners  against  Gwynedd-Mercy  College  and 
Philadelphia  Bible.  Arndt  nwved  into  sixth  place  on  the  Aggie 
all-time  scoring  list  with  37  points. 

Another  junior  who  advanced  up  the  charts  among  the  Del 
Val  career  scorers  was  Logan  Dunn.  The  midfielder  found  the 
net  once  and  assisted  on  a  team-best  four  others  for  six  points. 
Dunn  is  now  tied  for  fouth  all-time  with  38  points. 

Seniors  Jay  Clifford,  Bruce  Galasso,  and  Kevin  Gasiorowski 
wrapped  up  their  collegiate  careers  in  2000. 

Clifford,  a  two-year  captain,  was  third  on  the  team  with  two 
goals  and  three  assists  for  seven  points  to  up  his  career  numbers 
to  three  goals  and  seven  helpers  for  13  points.  Galasso  had  two 
assists  this  year  and  finished  second  all-time  in  Aggie  history 
with  12  helpers.  He  was  one  of  just  three  players  to  register  six 
assists  in  a  season.  Gasiorowski  served  as  a  team  captain  for  the 
last  two  years  and  notched  four  goals  and  an  assist  for  nine 
points  in  his  career.  One  goal  came  this  season. 

Michael  Taylor  had  a  solid  freshman  season,  as  he  placed 
second  on  the  team  in  both  goals  and  points.  Taylor  notched  the 
overtime  goal  in  a  win  over  Scranton  and  added  another  game- 
winner  at  Albright. 

Fellow  rookies  Mike  Carpenter  and  Aaron  Pearl  contributed 
in  their  first  years  as  well.

Simon  Darley,  Joe  Marco  and  Scott  Burcik  also  registerd 
points  for  Del  Val.  Darley,  a  sophomore,  scored  once  and 
assisted  on  another  for  three  points.  Macro,  a  junior,  and  Burcik, 
a  freshman,  notched  one  goal  apiece  for  two  points. 

Junior  Jim  Kerr  and  freshman  Justin  Pontius  split  the 
goaltending  duties  all  season.  Kerr  appeared  in  12  games  (11 
starts)  and  was  credited  with  two  victories.  He  stopped  74  shots 
anci  posted  a  2.61  goals  against  average.

Delaware  Valley  was  seeded  fourth,  due  to  a  tie  breaker,  for  the 
conference  playoffs.  The  team  traveled  to  The  University  of 
Scranton  and  dropped  a  3-0  contest  to  the  eventual  MAC-Freedom 
Conference  champions. 

The  Aggies  began  varsity  play  in  1994  and  have  finished  no 
lower  than  fourth  place  in  the  conference  since  their  second  season. 
The  MAC-Freedom  only  took  two  teams  to  the  playoffs  until  this 
year.

Richenderfer,  and  Jennifer  Vennebush  wrapped  up  their  collegiate 
careers  by  playing  key  roles  in  the  post-season  run. 
Ingversten,  a  midfielder,  was  tied  for  fourth  on  the  team  in  scoring 
with  two  goals  and  three  assists  for  seven  points.  A  MAC-Freedom 
second  team  All-Star  in  1998  and  1999,  Ingversten  finished  third  on 
the  All-Timc  Del  Val  list  in  goals  (19)  and  fourth  in  points  (48). 

Kearns  saw  action  in  net  in  17  games  (15  starts)  and  went  6-5. 
She  stopped  116  shots,  en  route  to  a  1.78  goals  against  average. 
Kearns  holds  the  Aggies  career  marks  for  saves  (423)  and  shutouts 
(13)  while  also  posting  the  single-season  saves  record  with  167 
stops  in  1999.  She  was  a  MAC-Freedom  second  team  All-Star  in 
1997. 

Perry  has  been  a  member  of  the  team  for  the  last  three  years  and 
is  tied  for  sixth  place  on  the  all-time  scoring  list  with  30  points.  She 
saw  time  at  both  forward  and  defense  this  season  and  finished  with 
three  goals  and  two  assists  for  eight  points.  Perry  was  a  MAC- 
Freedom  second  team  All-Star  last  season. 

Richenderfer  led  the  team  this  season  with  nine  goals  while  her 
19  points  was  tied  for  second.  A  four-year  starter  at  forward, 
Richenderfer  earned  a  second  team  All-Star  honors  in  1998.  She 
concluded  her  career  with  29  goals  (second  all-time)  and  10  assists 
for  68  points  (second  all-time). 

Veimebush  started  every  game  at  sweeper  this  year  and  has 
played  a  key  role  on  the  Aggie  defense  throughout  her  career.  The 
team  recorded  23  shutouts  in  her  four  years.  Vennebush  scored  her 
first  collegiate  goal  and  finished  with  two  points  this  season. 

Sophomore  Tara  Corkery  led  Del  Val  in  both  assists  (eight)  and 
points  (22)  while  her  seven  goals  placed  third.  The  midfielder 
scored  two  goals  and  assisted  on  another  in  a  key,  4-1  conference 
win  over  Lycoming.  Corkery  is  already  third  on  the  school's  all  - 
time  scoring  list  with  49  points. 

Fellow  sophomore  Kirsten  Wurzburg  transferred  in  from  Divi- 
sion I  University  of  Delaware  and  made  an  immediate  impact.  The 
midfielder  found  on  the  net  eight  times  and  assisted  on  three  goals 
for  19  points.  Wurzburg  scored  one  of  the  biggest  goals  of  the 
season  as  her  tally  in  the  second  overtime  gave  the  Aggies  a  3-2, 
MAC-Freedom  Conference  win  over  FDU-Madison. 

Freshman  Lauren  Rusnak  and  Stacey  Doderer  had  solid  rookie 
campaigns.  Rusnak  saw  time  at  both  forward  and  midfield.  She 
notched  two  gcials  and  three  assists  for  seven  points.  Doderer,  a 
forward,  tallied  one  goal  and  assisted  on  two  others  for  four  points. 

Defenders  Allison  Lewandowski  and  Melissa  McNutt  played 
key  roles  on  the  squad.  Lewandowski  added  two  goals  for  four 
points  while  generally  marking  the  opponent's  top  player.  McNutt 
assisted  on  one  goal  for  one  assist. 

Juniors  Marcy  Estey  and  Kirsten  Reis  started  all  19  games  for  the 
squad.

At  one  point,  the  teamwon  nine  of  its  last  1 1  matches  to  come 
within  one  triumph  of  a  winning  season.  The  Aggies  set  team 
records  for  kills  (81)  and  assits  (69)  in  a  3-1  victory  over  Widener, 
also  five  days  later  they  posted  a  school  recorcf  156  digs  in  a  3- 
2  win  at  Ursinus  College. 

Individual  records  were  also  broken  throughout  the  year  as 
sophomore  captains  Emily  Traylor,  Jessica  Simpson,  and  Laura 
Moore  set  new  standards  in  a  few  categories. 

Traylor  notched  a  single-season  record  of  1,120  kill  attempts 
in  1 1 1  games,  breaking  the  previous  mark  of  1,023  (Kelly  Orser, 
1997).  'She  aslo  became  Del  Val  all-time  leader  in  digs  with  875, 
besting  Suzamie  Bishard's  (1997-98)  total  of  782. 

Traylor  paced  the  Aggies  with  388  kills  adn  a  .234  hitting 
percentage.  Her  483  digs  and  40  blocks  placed  second.  Traylor 
also  added  34  sevice  aces  adn  34  assits. 

Simpson  outlasted  Traylor  in  a  race  for  the  single-season  digs 
mark.  She  played  in  all  111  games  and  concluded  the  year  with 
44S  digs  mark,  Traylor's  record  of  393  from  last  season.  Simpson 
was  second  on  the  team  in  kills  (254)  and  attempts  (900)  while 
her  34  services  aces  tied  for  third  on  the  Aggie  squad. 

Moore  dashed  out  a  single-match  recorci  64  assists  in  the 
four-set  win  over  Widener.  That  total  easily  beat  the  previous 
mark  of  48  that  both  she  and  current  assistant  coach  Terra  Lutz 
held.

The  Delaware  Valley  College  men's  basketball  team  ,  under 
rookie  coach  Bob  Simmons,  went  8-16  overall  and  5-9  in  the 
MAC-Freedom  Conference. 

Del  Vai  was  in  the  hunt  for  its  first  conference  playoff  berth 
since  1969  through  the  last  weekend  of  the  regular  season.  They 
finished  tied  for  fifth  place  in  the  MAC-Freedom  with  the  top 
four  teams  reaching  the  post-season. 

The  top  three  scorers  on  the  team  were  seniors,  including 
Sam  Brown  and  Jameel  Hawthorne  who  averaged  a  team-best 

16  points  apiece. 

Brown  returned  to  the  team  after  a  one-year  hiatus  and  was 
an  instant  spark  off  the  bench  for  most  of  the  season.  The  center 
forward  played  in  all  24  games  with  seven  starts  and  led  or  tied 
the  team  for  team-high  scoring  honors  on  10  occasions.  He 
paced  the  team  on  the  boards  in  10  games  as  well  and  finished 
second  on  tiie  squad  in  that  category  with  an  aserage  of  se\en 
per  game.  Brown  shot  a  team-best  52.3  percent  from  the  field 
and  led  the  way  with  33  blocks.  He  holds  the  school  record  for 
bK)cks  in  a  game  as  he  rejected  eight  shots  against  Marywood  in 
1998. 

Hawthorne  ended  his  career  as  the  Aggies'  all-time  leader  in 
three  pointers  with  240.  The  guard  also  10th  on  the  all-time 
scoring  list  with  1,102  points  and  went  over  the  1,000th  point 
plateau  in  a  February  3  win  over  Centenary. 

Hawthorne  set  a  DVC  single-season  record  this  year  with  71 
three  pointers.  He  comiected  on  38.5  percent  of  his  shots  from 
downtown,  and  led  or  tied  for  team-high  scoring  honors  seven 
times.  Hawthorne  was  a  member  of  the  MAC-Freedom  all- 
rookie  team  in  1997-98  (the  only  year  of  the  award's  existence). 

Fellow  senior  Tyree  Jones  wrapped  up  his  four  year  career  as 
the  seventh  all-time  scorer  in  Aggie  history  with  1,  219  pints. 
The  center-forward  also  went  over  the  1,000th  point  plateau  this 
season  as  he  accomplished  the  feat  against  Lebanon  Valley  on 
December  9. 

Jones  averaged  13.9  points  and  a  team-best  eight  rebounds 
per  game  while  shooting  51.6  percent  from  the  field  this  year. 
The  two-year  captain  was  second  on  the  team  in  assists  with  72, 
steals  with  40  and  block  with  28.  He  paced  the  Aggies  in 
rebounding  in  14  of  24  games. 

Jones  is  DVC's  all-time  leader  in  blocked  shots  with  120,  and 
he  also  holds  the  school's  single-season  field  goal  percentage 
mark  of  65.2  percent  from  his  freshman  year  of  1997-98.  Jones 
was  a  member  of  the  MAC-Freedom  all-rookie  team  that  sea- 
son. He  earned  second  team  All-Conference  and  Columbus 
Multimedia  Middle  Atlantic  Region  honorable  mention  acco- 
lades last  year. 

Sophomore  guard  Tom  Kochanski  made  the  transition  from 
shooting  guard  to  point  guard  and  led  the  team  with  92  assists. 
He  was  fourth  on  the  squad  with  an  average  of  13  points  per 
contest  and  was  56  for  141  from  the  three  point  land. 

Kochanski  led  the  team  in  scoring  on  four  occasions  and  hit 
a  three  pointer  at  the  buzzer  to  give  Del  Val  its  first  win  of  the 
season,  an  82-79  triumph  at  Drew.  He  dished  out  a  career-best, 
nine  assists  in  an  89-81  loss  to  Moravian. 

Senior  Mike  McCline  and  Sophomore  Jason  Radic  split  time 
at  the  small  forward /guard  position.  McCline  averaged  5.5 
points  per  game  and  5.4  rebounds  per  game  while  leading  the 
team  with  49  steals.  He  was  named  to  the  all-tournament  team 
at  the  Catholic  University /Pepsi  Classic  as  he  notched  28  points 
and  18  rebounds  over  the  two  games.  Radic  averaged  3.4  points 
and  2.3  rebounds  this  season.  He  was  third  on  tne  team  with 
three  pointers(14). 

Freshman  Wade  Lewis  played  every  game  this  season  with 

17  starts  at  center.  He  contributed  2.8  points  and  2.6  rebounds 
per  game,  with  a  career  high  eight  points  vs.  Elizabethtown.

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The  Delaware  Valley  College  women's  basketball  team  had  its 
most  successful  season  in  its  27  years.  The  Aggies  went  21-6,  qualified 
for  the  MAC-Freedom  playoffs  for  the  second  time  in  three  years  and 
captured  the  Eastern  College  Athletic  Conference(ECAC)  Division  III 
Southern  Region  Championship. 

The  21  wins  broke  the  previous  school  record  of  20  set  by  the  1988- 
89  team.  They  also  jumped  out  to  a  11-0  start  for  the  longest  winning 
streak  in  school  history. 

Del  Val  was  ranked  all  year  in  the  NCAA  Dill  Middle  Atlantic 
Region  Coaches  poll.  It  posted  a  9-5  mark  and  reached  the  MAC 
semifinals,  where  it  lost  to  eventual  champions  King's  College. 

The  Aggies  were  then  selected  to  be  the  top  seed  and  host  for  the 
ECAC  Championships.  They  had  a  first  round  bye  and  then  knocked 
off  the  fifth  seed.  Western  Maryland  College  to  reach  the  finals.  Del 
Val  faced  MAC-Freedom  rival  DeSales  University  in  the  Champion- 
ship game,  and  jumped  out  to  a  25  point  lead  before  finishing  the  game 
with  an  88-78  win.  It  was  the  team's  first  ECAC  title  since  the  88-89 
season. 

Del  Val  boasted  an  offense  that  was  ranked  as  high  as  second  in  Dill 
in  scoring.  It  averaged  80.3  points  per  game  and  notched  70  or  more 
points  in  20  of  the  27  games.  The  Aggies  also  went  over  the  100  point 
plateau  on  three  occasions. 

Leading  the  team  all  season  was  senior  point  guard  Alisa 
DiBonaventura,  who  filled  her  resume  with  a  number  of  awards  in 
2000-01.  On  top  of  the  list  was  being  named  to  Dili  Kodak  AU- 
American  team  and  being  named  co-MVP  of  the  MAC-Freedom.  She 
was  first  team  all-star  for  the  first  time  after  garnering  second  team 
honors  the  last  two  years.  She  also  received  many  other  awards  and 
was  recognized  for  many  things  this  season. 

DiBonaventura  was  also  named  MVP  of  the  ECAC  Championships 
as  she  notched  26  points,  20  assists  and  six  steals  in  the  two  games.  She 
was  also  12-14  from  the  foul  line  against  DeSales,  including  four 
straight  free  throws  in  the  final  minute  to  seal  the  Championship. 

DiBonaventura  averaged  8.8  assists  per  game  and  will  lead  all  Dill 
in  that  category  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  In  fact,  her  career  average 
of  8.2  per  game  over  the  last  three  years  ranks  third  in  Dili  history.  Her 
season  total  of  237  set  both  a  school  record  and  conference  as  did  her 
three-year  total  of  636.  She  also  set  the  record  for  three  pointers  in  a 
season  with  72.  The  5  foot  3  guard  led  the  team  in  steals  with  82  while 
placing  second  in  scoring  and  third  in  rebounding.  Another  milestone 
hit  by  Alisa  was  her  1,000  point  plateau  (1,131  career). 

Kristen  Henry  was  named  MAC-Freedom  second  team  all-star  for 
the  first  time  in  her  career  as  the  junior  forward  led  DVC  with  an 
average  of  16.2  points  per  game. 

Henry  also  became  just  the  fifth  Aggie  women's  basketball  player 
to  reach  the  1,000  point  plateau.  She  will  enter  her  senior  season 
fourth  on  the  all-time  list  with  1,101  points.  Henry  finished  second  on 
the  team  in  rebounds,  steals  and  blocks. 

Junior  Lauren  Snyder  had  a  strong  year  averaging  10.3  points  and 
a  team-best  8.5  rebounds  per  game.  Her  230  rebounds  tied  for  ninth 
best  and  her  career  numbers  are  up  to  716.  Snyder  is  second  all-time 
in  rebounding  and  just  43  shy  of  breaking  the  record.  She  is  also  in  the 
top  10  scoring  list  with  850  points  ranking  her  9th.  She  was  second  on 
the  team  in  assists  and  third  in  steals. 

Sophomore  Amber  Smolinsky  provided  an  instant  spark  off  the 
bench  most  of  the  season,  but  started  and  played  a  key  role  in  the  three 
playoff  games.  Smolinsky  finished  third  on  the  team  in  scoring  with 
an  average  of  13  points  per  game.  She  led  the  team  in  free  throws  and 
attempts,  while  placing  third  in  assists  and  fourth  in  steals. 

Becky  Oakley  started  25  games  at  guard  and  the  junior  was  fourth 
on  the  team  with  an  average  of  11.3  points  an  outing.  She  notched  a 
total  of  305  points  after  compiling  149  points  in  her  first  two  years 
combined.  Oakley  led  the  team  in  free  throw  percentage,  while  adding 
29  assists  and  28  steals.  She  was  also  named  York  College  Tip-Off  All 
Tournament  Team. 

Freshman  center  Sarah  Tuffner  started  all  but  one  game  of  her 
rookie  season.  Tuffner  averaged  2.1  points  per  game  but  led  the 
Aggies  with  52  blocks  and  was  fifth  in  rebounding  with  an  average  of 
4.6  boards  per  game,  with  a  career  high  11  against  Frostburg. 

Rachel  Chapman  who  saw  one  start  but  action  in  all  27  games 
averaged  4.5  points  and  4.7  rebounds  per  game.  Senior  Alexis  Metzger 
averaged  3.9  points  and  3.2  rebounds  in  just  under  12  minutes  per 
game. 

The  team  was  rounded  out  by  Shannon  McCormick,  Kirsten 
Wurzburg,  Lorie  Khalil,  Amy  Browand,  and  Janelle  Keim.

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Delaware  Valley  College  wrestlers  Mike  Jones  andAndrew 
Povenski  successfully  defended  their  titles  at  the  MAC  Champi- 
onships. 

As  a  result,  the  two  automatically  qualified  for  the  NCAA  111 
Championships.  They  will  be  joined  by  senior  teammate  Mike 
Margelis,  who  placed  second  at  174  lbs.,  and  received  one  of  the 
conference's  two  wild-cards  to  the  national  tournament. 

The  Aggies,  who  entered  the  tournament  ranked  1  Ith  in  Dill, 
did  not  successfully  defend  their  title,  and  they  placed  thirci  out 
of  eight  teams  with  80  points. 

For  Jones,  it  was  the  senior's  third  straight  conference  cham- 
pionship as  the  125  pounder  was  dominant  in  a  h-2  decision  over 
2nd  seeded  Mitch  Marcks  of  King's  in  the  final.  Jones  also  had  to 
stage  a  late  comeback  to  down  the  fourth  seed  in  the  semifinals. 

Jones  was  24-1  and  ranked  second  in  Dill,  will  look  to  become 
just  the  third  wrestler  in  Aggie  history  to  garner  four  All- 
American  honors.  Jones  placed  sixth  at  national's  as  a  freshman, 
fifth  as  a  sophomore  and  fourth  last  year.  He  is  also  119-17  in  his 
collegiate  career. 

Povenski,  a  sophomore,  won  his  second  consecutive  MAC 
title.  He  was  top  seed  for  the  tournament  and  pinned  his  first  two 
opponents.  His  record  this  season  was  21-4.  He  also  earned  AU- 
American  honors  by  placing  fourth  last  year. 

Margelis  saw  his  two-year  reign  as  champion  come  to  an  end 
as  he  suffered  a  13-4  major  decision  loss  to  the  third  seed  in  the 
finals.  However,  he  will  make  a  third  trip  to  the  NCAA's  with  the 
wild-card  berth.  Margelis,  who  is  eigth  in  his  weight  class,  has 
won  22  of  25  matches  this  season.  His  career  marks  stand  at  105- 
28  which  ranks  fourth  all-time  in  school  history. 

Andrew  Perez  and  Chris  Meister  won  their  consolation  final 
matches,  wrestled  for  true-second  place  and  wild-card  consider- 
ation and  were  victorious. 

Perez  became  the  top  seed  and  the  favorite  at  133  pounds  after 
defending  champion.  He  completed  his  season  with  a  22-5  mark 
and  upped  his  career  record  to  69-24.  His  victory  total  ranks  17th 
all-time  in  school  history. 

A  mid-semester  transfer  from  Lock  Haven,  Meister  earned  a 
medal  at  his  first  MAC  championship.  The  sophomore  was 
seeded  fourth  at  165  pounds  and  opened  with  a  7-5  loss  to  No. 
five  seed.  Meister  wrapped  up  the  year  with  a  9-4  year. 

Freshman  Mika  Miller  also  won  his  consolation  final  match 
and  finishetl  in  third  place.  Seeded  third.  Miller  received  a  first- 
round  bye  and  then  fell  to  the  second  seed  in  the  semifinals. 
Miller  regrouped  with  a  76-second  pin  in  the  consolation  match. 
Miller's  first  collegiate  season  ends  with  a  10-9  record. 

Bob  Feiger,  Josh  Housekeeper  and  J. P.  Kleinle  placed  fourth  at 
141  pounds,  157  pounds  and  heavyweight  respectively. 

Feiger,  a  sophomore,  improved  his  MAC  standing  after  not 
placing  last  year.  He  was  seeded  fifth  at  141  pounds.  He 
wrapped  up  his  second  year  with  a  15-8  record. 

A  freshman.  Housekeeper  earned  a  medal  at  his  first  confer- 
ence championship  and  finished  with  an  18-11  mark.  He  was 
seeded  fourth  and  needed  just  40  seconds  to  pin  number  five 
seed. 

Kleinle,  a  junior,  competed  in  his  first  MAC  tournament. 
Seeded  third;  he  was  pinned  by  No.  5  eventual  champion. 
Kleinle  came  back  and  posted  back-to-back  wins.  In  the  conso- 
lation finals,  Kleinle  fell  to  the  top  seed. 

Freshman  Jeremy  Messinger  did  not  place  in  the  tournament. 
Seeded  sixth  at  149  pounds,  Messinger  was  pinned  by  No.  3  seed. 
He  received  a  first  round  consolation  bye  but  fell  to  the  No.  4 
seed.  Messinger  finished  his  first  collegiate  season  wiht  an  8-9 
record.

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DVC's  baseball  team,  under  second-year  head  coach  Bob  Altieri, 
finished  the  year  19-13  overall,  6-6  in  the  MAC-Freedom  Confer- 
ence and  qualifying  for  the  post  season  for  the  fifth  consecutive 
year.  The  Aggies  reached  MAC-  Freedom  Conference  playoffs  and 
lost  a  pair  en  games  to  the  eventual  champion  DeSales  University 
and  conference  runner-up  FDU  Madison  in  the  double-elimination 
tournament,  the  ft)urth  time  since  1997  the  Aggies  reached  the 
conference  tournament,  excluding  1999. 

The  team  began  the  season  by  winning  1 5  of  the  first  13  games  for 
the  best  start  in  program  history,  with  a  winning  record  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  year,  tying  a  school  mark  established  from  1965  to  1969. 
leading  the  way  for  the  Aggies  all  season  was  junior  right  fielder/ 
pitcher  Tony  DeLude,  who  was  selected  by  the  MAC-Freedom 
Conference  coaches  as  its  MVP.  DeLude  is  the  third  DVC  player  in 
the  last  four  years  to  garner  MVP  honors,  joining  assistant  coach 
Matt  Altieri  (1998)  and  Jason  Stackhouse  (1999).  He  is  also  third 
Aggie  to  be  named  a  conference  first  team  all-star  on  three  occa- 
sions, joining  both  Bob  Altieri  (1990-92)  and  Matt  Altieri  (1996-98).. 
Joining  DeLude  as  MAC-Freedom  Conference  first  team  all-stars 
were  Kyle  Knouse  and  Jason  Williams.  Matt  Rush  and  Jared  Scheirer 
were  named  to  the  second  team;  Jason  Champagne  was  voted  as  the 
Conference's  rookie  of  the  year. 

It  was  Knouse's  first  conference  honor  as  a  sophomore  here  he 
was  named  a  utility  all-star  after  playing  seven  positions  in  2001. 
He  ranked  in  the  conference's  top  10  in  five  categories,  RBIs, 
doubles,  hits,  batting  and  stolen  bases.  Williams,  a  senior  first 
baseman/outfielder,  earned  his  second  all-star  selection  after  mak- 
ing the  second  team  in  1999.  He  missed  the  entire  2000  campaign 
with  a  knee  injury,  but  bounced  back  in  2001  by  hitting  .327  and 
leading  the  scjuaci  with  13  stolen  bases.  Williams  was  sixth  in  the 
MAC-Freedom  conference  in  stolen  bases,  placing  in  the  top  10  in 
triples,  home  runs,  runs  scored  and  hits. 

Rush  was  the  ace  of  the  Aggie  pitching  staff,  a  second  team  all- 
star  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  He  won  his  first  six  decisions  and 
wound  up  with  a  6-3  record,  35  strike  outs  in  63-plus  innings  of 
work  anci  a  3.13  ERA.  He  fmished  his  college  career  with  a  21-5 
record  (second  in  school  history)  on  the  mound,  despite  not  pitch- 
ing a  single  inning  as  a  freshman  in  1997.  Jared  Scheirer  earned  his 
first  all-star  honor  this  year.  As  a  catcher  he  led  the  team,  tying  for 
fifth  in  the  MAC-Freedom  Conference  in  home  runs,  and  placing 
second  on  the  team  and  ninth  in  the  conference  with  a  .526  slugging 
percentage. 

Jason  Champagne  began  the  year  as  the  third  pitcher  in  the  DVC 
rotation  before  being  moved  into  the  number  two  slot  mid-season. 
He  won  his  first  five  decisions,  including  wins  over  conference  foes 
Scranton  and  Wilkes,  and  finished  5-2  with  32  strikeouts  in  43-plus 
innings  and  a  4.12  ERA.  His  victory  total  tied  him  for  fourth  in  the 
conference.  Junior  Rich  Bayachek  pitched  in  10  games  with  seven 
starts  this  year,  posting  a  3-4  mark  and  6.41  ERA.  He  struckout  54 
batters  in  39-plus  innings  to  tie  for  second  in  the  MAC-Freedom 
Conference.  Bayachek  allowed  just  one  hit  and  fanned  16  batters  in 
4-0  win  over  Northeastern  College  on  March  10.  His  eight  at-bats 
during  the  year  gave  him  one  home  run  and  four  RBIs. 

Sophomore  Erik  Stout  started  all  32  games  at  shortstop,  and  the 
Penn  State-  Abington  transfer  batted  .315  while  ranking  in  the  top 
10  of  the  MAC-Freedom  Conference  in  three  categories.  He  was 
seventh  in  hits  (41),  tied  for  seventh  in  doubles  (9)  and  eighth  in  RBIs 
(22).  Stout  also  scored  22  runs  and  posted  a  .919  fielding  percentage 
in  136  chances.  Junior  Frank  Panzullo  was  Stout's  double-play  mate 
in  30  games  (28  starts),  and  the  second  baseman  batted  .189  with  14 
runs  and  10  RBIs.  He  committed  five  errors  in  128  chances  for  a  .961 
fielding  percentage.  Joe  Polkowski  started  31  games  in  centerfield 
and  one  game  on  the  mound.  The  junior  batted  .242  with  two  home 
runs,  23  runs  and  21  RBIs.  Polkowski  went  1-0  with  a  conference- 
best  six  saves  in  nine  pitching  appearances. 

Jason  Bigley  anci  Ian  Leahy  started  10  games  each.  Bigley  a 
sophomore  outfielder,  batted  .273  with  one  home  rum  and  11  RBIs 
in  18  games  (13  starts).  Keiffer,  a  freshman  first  baseman,  hit  .243 
with  four  doubles  and  two  RBIs  in  15  games  (10  starts).  He  also 
pitched  in  five  games  and  went  1-0  with  a  4.66  ERA.  Leahy,  batted

Werner,  and  Jason  West. 
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The  Delaware  Valley  College  golf  team,  under  head  coach 
Doug  Linde,  recently  finished  the  2001  season.  The  Aggies  won 
their  final  six  matches  of  the  regular  season  to  go  7-5,  then 
finshed  in  a  10th  place  tie  out  14  teams  at  the  Micidle  Atlantic 
Conference  (MAC)  Championships.

The  Delaware  Valley  College  mens  and  womens  track  and 
field  teams,  under  first-year  head  coach  Bob  Leach,  recently 
completed  its  2001  season.  Both  squads  went  1-3  in  head-to- 
heau  meets,  with  the  men  placing  ninth  out  of  10  teams  at  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference(IVlAC)  Championships  (May  4-5) 
and  the  women  finishing  in  10th  place  out  of  all  11  teams. 

The  highlight  of  the  seasoncame  on  the  women's  side  as 
sophomore  April  Mafturak  (Gloucester/ Hayes,  VA)  took  first 
place  honors  at  the  MAC  championships  in  the  pole  vault.  She 
set  a  conference  championship  record  and  tied  lier  own  school 
mark  by  clearing  the  bar  at  9  feet,  6  inches. 

Mafturak,  who  was  named  the  team's  2001  Most  Outstand- 
ing Athlete,  first  set  the  school  mark  at  the  Muhlenburg  College 
Invitational  (April  6).  She  also  qualified  for  the  Eastern  College 
Athletic  Conference  (ECAC)  Championships  (May  14),  and  tied 
for  18th  place  by  clearing  the  bar  at  9  feet,  1  inch. 

Freshman  twin  sisters  Emily  and  Jessica  Hester  (Westminster/ 
Westminster,  MD)  had  strong  rookie  campaigns  for  the  Aggies. 
Emily  Hester  registered  points  in  two  events  at  the  MAC  Cham- 
pionships, as  she  placed  fourth  in  the  shotput  (35-2)  and  sixth  in 
the  discus  (113-11).

Doderer  ran  the  100-meter 
hurdles  in  16.71  seconds  and  crossed  the  finish  line  sixth. 
Milligan  finished  15th  in  the  shotput  (97-10). 

On  the  men's  side,  senior  Rob  Woodring  (Pinelands/ 
Tuckerton,  NJ)  was  the  top  Aggie  finisher  at  the  conference 
championships.  Woodring  tossed  the  javelin  exactly  187  feet 
and  earned  a  medal  with  a  third-place  showing.  He  also 
competed  at  the  ECAC  Championships  and  placed  11th  with  a 
throw  of  165  feet,  7  inches. 

Woodring  was  named  the  team's  Most  Outstanding  Athlete 
for  field  events  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  His  career 
highlights  include  the  school  record  in  the  javelin  by  recording 
a  throw  of  205  feet  in  2000.  He  went  on  to  finish  sixth  and  earn 
AII-American  honors  at  the  NCAA  Championships  that  season. 

Freshman  Dennis  Rowland  (Penncrest/Media,  PA)  scored 
points  in  three  events  at  the  MAC's.  The  rookie  took  sixth  place 
in  both  the  javelin  (185-8)  and  the  discus  (125-8),  and  finished 
eighth  in  the  shotput  (39-2.25).  Towland  had  strong  showings 
all  season  long  as  he  took  first-place  honors  in  the  javelin  (174- 
6)  at  the  Muhlenburg  College  Invitational  on  April  6,  and 
finished  third  in  the  javelin  (172-10)  at  the  Millersville  Univer- 
sity Metrics  on  April  28. 

Steve  Lafferty  (Salesianum/Landenburg,  PA)  was  named 
the  team's  Most  Outstanding  Athlete  for  track  events.  The 
senior  competed  in  the  l,50(D-meter  run  at  the  MAC's  and 
earned  a  fifth-place  finish  with  a  time  of  4  minutes,  5.34  seconds. 
Lafferty  also  ran  the  5,000-meter  run  at  the  tournament  and 
placed  155th  (17:24.66).  Earlier  in  the  year,  Lafferty  captured 
first-place  honors  in  the  800-meter  dash '(2:06. 00)  at  the  Albright 
College  quad-meet  (March  27),  and  fourth  in  the  1,500-meter 
run  (4:13.57)  at  the  Susquehanna  Univeristy  Invitational  (March 
31). 

Freshman  Matt  Showalter  (Central  Bucks  West/Doylestown, 
PA)  qualified  for  two  events  at  the  conference  championships 
and  earned  team  points  in  one  of  them.  He  placed  fifth  in  the 
discus  (127-9)  ana  took  ninth  in  the  shotput  (38-1.5). 

Sophomore  Nick  Fritz  (Pennsbury/Fairless  Hills,  PA)  and 
senior  Pat  Hardy  (Ocean  Township /Oakhurst,  NJ)  also  com- 
peted at  the  MAC'S.  Fritz  finisheci  in  19th  place  in  the  3,000- 
meter  steeplechase  (11:19.77),  while  Hardy  did  not  place  in  the 
200-meter  dash  (23.45).
